District Attorney William B.
McKesson declared today.
“Prevention of juvenile de-
linquency is a cooperative ef-
fort that requires the home,
| school, church and community |
| working together,” he said. |

McKESSON recalled that
during his 14 years on the
bench as a Juvenile judge,
scarcely a day passed without
somebody telling him what
caused juvenile delinquency.

He said these persons would
name various causes ranging
from broken homes, liquor, and
automobiles to lack of play-
grounds and even modern ed-
ucation.

“I finally became intrigued
and kept track of these ‘single’
causes,” he continued.

“When the list reached 137,
I quit counting and began to
have misgivings about the val-
idfty of what I was being told.”

The District Attorney said
he finally reached the conclu-
tion that there is no single
cause for juvenile delinquency
“any more than there is a sin-
gle remedy."”
